CLINTON, IIL, Deo. 31.—No tragedy in 
the history of Illinols has excited the peo- 
ple of this part of the State as much as has 
the killing of Dr. W. H. Taylor by Post- 
master John A, Pace, at Weldon, Iil., Sat- 
urday night. The affair has divided the citi- 
gens of the county into factions of about 
equal strength and respectability, and curi- 
ously enough, though the man. who was 
glain was a Republican leader, while his 
glayer is equally prominent in Democratic 
counsels, yet the division of sentiment is 


not along political lines. Both men wielded 
a power which brought them firm friends, 
and their partisans are said to be growing 
more bitter as the details. of the tragedy 
are developed. Weldon is a small town of 
500 inhabitants, It is twelve miles east of 
this place on a “‘jerkwater’’ branch of the 
Ti éntral Railroad. .Clinton is the 
nty Beat of Dewitt County, and its citl- 
ens among the most prosperous and 
hly civilized in rural Illinois. Pace was 
and reared in the county, and his f&m- 

y connection is numerous and influential. 
r. Taylor was an Ohioan, who, after serv-

{ng with distinction as a boy in the Union 
army, graduated in medicine and settled in 
the county soon after the war, living at 
Weldon ever since. Though a prominent Re- 
publican leader for twenty years, he never 
sought office, but two years ago was pre- 
vailed on to run for the Legislature in order 
to save this county to his party. He was 
elected by a flattering majority, and by his 
affability and strength of character he at 
once took @ prominent place among the law- 
makers at Springfield, the University of 
Illinois owing its princely appropriation to 
his interest in gee education. 
Pace never held office until appointed 
ostmaster of Weldon by President Cleve- 
d in 1893. The only account of the tragedy 
of Saturday night is given by Pace. There 
were no other witnesses to it. Although it oco- 
curred a few minutes before 8 o’clock, when

Pace 
doesn’t explain how he came in possession 
of the Holden letter, but does say that from 
the moment of its discovery he forbade his 
house to Dr. Taylor, who had been his 
family physician for eight years previously 
and that he severely upbraided his wife for 
its contents. She denied all of his ye 
tions and allayed all his éuspicions -for the 
time being, but in the course of a year she 
left him. ‘ 


Mrs. Pace came back to this city to live 
ain where she had passed her delightful 
rilhood as Fannie lake. She was a 
reigning belle evhen she married Pace ten 
years ago. Two children were born to 
them, a girl aged 8 and a boy aged 4, 
Since leaving her husband, Mrs. Pace has 
never allowed him to see the girl, though 
she has permitted the son to pass about 
half the time with his father. The little 
boy was asleep in Pace’s’ bed when ‘the 
Postmaster killed Dr. Taylor, Dut was not 
waked by the noise of the shots. 

Six months ago Mrs. Pace filed a suit for 
divorce in the Circuit Court here, alleging 
cruelty and intidelity against her .hus- 
band, Because of the promimence of the 
families the matter wag t quiet, only: a 
very few people knowing ent aay g about. it.

Dr. Brookes is 64 years old and for over a 
year his health has not been good and it is 
said that for some time he has been contem- 
plating resigning and only: waited for an op- 
portunity to present itself: The chance 
came about two weeks: ago when Messrs. 
James M. Carpenter, Wallace C, Butler and 
George D. Markham called on him and in- 
formed him that the-Board of Trustees of 
the church had decided that $6,000 was as 
much as they. could pay the puipit. Dr. 
Brookes was receiving $5,000 and Mr. Eddy, 
his assistant, $2,500. This meant that some- 
body’s salary would have to:be reduced 
$1,500, and although the Doctor Was not told

Dr. Brookes has received many flatter- 
ing offers lately, all having been declined. 
His pen has always been’a great source of 
revenue to him, so the question of a. reduc- |, 
tidn in salary Was not the real cause of 
his resignation but merely served as an ex- 
cuse for doing what he had long intended 
to do. This is the opinion of a large num- 
ber of Dr. Brookes’ flock, and for that rea- 
son it is mot thought that he will stay, 
even ff it is agreed not to reduce his pay. 

George D. Markham, when seen by 4 
Post-Dispatch reporter, did not care to say 
much on the subject. 

“Dr. Brookes,’ said he, “is a good man 
and a very dear friend of mine and I shall 

very sorry to see him go, but I won't 

say, and no man ought to gay, that I or 
any one else will leave the church when he

Rev. Dr. John Mathews, pastor of the Cen- 
tenary Methodist Church, had not heard of 
the resignation of Dr. Brookes until told by 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, “I am surprised 
beyond measure,”’ said Dr. Mathews, ‘“‘and 
shocked to hear the news. It is indeed 
extremely sad when a man of his age, emi- 
nence and unquestioned ability, who has ex- 
erted so powerful an influence in the up- 
building of a church like the one Dr. 
Brookes has so long served, is dropped. I 
am simply amazed at his resignation and 
deplore any actions that made such a step 
necessary.
